I he  vounj5|  beginner  in  home-keeping  has 
much  to  lea|n  about  sanitation  and  hygiene, 
lpu  must  f-ateh  the  water  pipes  and  the 
bath  room  fend  the  kitchen  sink.  One  of 
the  safest  jdisjnfectants  is  borax.  Just 
make  a strong  solution  of  it  and  flush  your 
kitchen  sink  out  daily  or  twice  a day 
with  it.  Th*n  sprinkle  dry  powdered  borax 
around  your  cellar  shelves,  floor,  etc.  Car- 
bolic aeid  nod  copperas  and  amonia  are  all 
good,  but  5 hey  are  rank  poison  and  do 
harm,  while  the  other  kills  germs  and  ill  safe.
